Nature of Measures of Pressure 
to be Applied Not 
Stated 


TWO PREMIERS 
ARE AT MEETING 


Ministers Have Complete Re- 
ports of the Occupation 
to Date 


PARIS, April 183—The French 
and Belgian government minis- 
ters at their meeting here this 
afternoon decided upon new 
measures of pressure to be ap- 
plied to Germany if she remains 
unyielding on the reparations 
question, 

The nature of the measures 
was rot disclosed but the minis- 
ters announced in an official 
communique that they are de-| 
termined to continue pressure 


until the Berlin government 
makes direct overtures for aj} 
settlement. 


The meeting was participated in 
by Premiers Poincare and Theunys, 
various Members of their cabinets 
interested !n reparations problems, 
and a number of experts. As in 
the case of the recent conference at! 
Brussels, the session was largely! 
devoted to technical questions in 
connection with the occupation in 
the Ruhr and efforts under way to 
make productive the guarantees 
seized there, 

The ministers had with them com- 
plete reports of the occupation to 
date with details of all costs and of 
the movement of fuel. These re- 
ports were reviewed at some HS at 
antethe work will Le contintiéa to- 
morrow. ;

DR. J. B. COLLIP, 


W. M. Davidson Would Have 
Oo-discoverer of Insulin 
Honored by Legislature 


Recognition by the province of 
the valueble work done by Dr. J. 
B. Collip. head of the department 
of bio-chemistry in the University 


of Alberta, in his contribution to- 
ward the discovery of the insulin 
for diabetes treatment, was urged 
in the legislature Friday afternoon 
by W. M. Davidson, member for 
Calgary, when university estimates 
were under review. 

Mr. Davidson's tribute to Profes- 
sor Collip was heartily applauded 
by the entire house, but no an- 
nouncement was made by the gov- 
ernment as to what might be done. 
Mr. Davidson pointed out that while 
Professor Collip was instrumental 
in discovering the insulin, Dr. Bant- 
ing of Toronto, who was later as- 
sociated with the discovery, had 
already been given financial recog- | 
nition in Ontario. 

Legislative interest in this mat- 
ter was further stimulated by the 
news Friday evening that the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons of 
the province had brought their con- 
tribution to the university for fur- 
ther work by Professor Collip along 
this Hine up to $7,000.

No Objection to Alberta and B.O, 
Co-operating for Cheaper 
Rates 


“The report from Calgary that 
the board of trade in that oicty has 
|not altered its position in rogacd 
jt having Alberta disamociate it- 
self from B.C, to a certain extent 
in the application for lower freight 
rates on the mountain sections of 
the (mnecontinental railways aa 
@ resuit of the visit. of Premier 
Oliver to Calgary this wee) 1@ oorre 
trary ito the understanding which 
we received of the matter before 
leaving there,” decclared G. G, Mo- 
Geer, K.C., counsel for B.C. and Al- 
berta appeal at Ottawa, who was in 
the city yoeterday. 

Mr. McGeer said Premier Olivec 
had been given an excellent recep- 
tion in Calgary and at conferences 
with leading business men of that 
city following, the B.C, represent.a- 
tives were informed that there was 
no insuperable opposition to havin, 
Alberta and British Columbia cu- 
operate on the main object of at- 
taining cheaper grain and commo- 
dity rates to the Pacific coast, In 
fect Mr, McGeer was given to under- 
stand that the objection of Calgary 
jobbers to this plan of rate reduc- 
tion wae not nearly eo determined 
ae some time back. 

“Why should not Alberta benefit 
{by being so favorably located tn re- 
jepect to ocean ports and ocean 
freight rates?” went on Mr, Ma- 
Geer. “The Panama canal perm'ta 
shipments to and from the U.K, 
‘and the Atlantic seaboard to be de- 
‘livered much more cheaply than Is 
|possible for the transcontinental 
railways to compete with, and 
therefore it 1s inevitable that all of 
Alberta and at least the wostern 
half of Saskatchewan must eventu- 
ally receive a great part of their 
commodities from the Pacific ports 
as well ag send the bulk of their 
grain and farm products westward 
to the world markets, The railways 
will not lose in the matter, for they 
will benefit by the development of 
‘two-way hails, instead of being re- 
stricted largely to cross-continent 
business as at present. Nor will Al- 
berta wholesale interests suffer in 
the least, At the present time Brit- 
jeh Columbia produces a heavy per- 
centage of commodities which A‘- 
berta uses and ypon which no trans- 
continent carriage charge has to hr 
imposed, Alberta jobbers buy these 
products from the B.C, manufac. 
turer and wholesalers and handle 
them in ‘the regular way. Vancou- 
ver jobbers in no way threaten ths 
Alberta field {n the event of equ't- 
able freight rates being granted 
through the mountains,”

When last fall, Mickey Ryan, of!againat travelling on the Dmbarras 


Waterways, announced that he was 
Going to operate o freight service 
with horses over the frozen rivers 

tween, the raithead and Fort 

nith, Many of the old timers fn the 
Morth shook their heads wisely and 
Voiced the opinion that Ryan's 
horses would make satisfactory 


meals for the timber wolves, It was | 


further stated that no one had ever 
Made a success of freighting with 
horses over the 300 miles of snow 
@nd ice between the two points— 
and that until the raflroad’ should 
Push on this was the territory of the 
huskie teams, It could not be done, 
but Ryan did it. 

Though shattering northern pre- 
cedent , Ryan combined common- 
kense with the procedure laid down 
by the generations of dog drivers; 
he did not try and “new fangled not 
ions.” He simply hitched his string 
os horses to dog «loighs and proceed 
ed. 5 
The following simple story is Mr. 
Ryan's diary of his various trips to 
and from the northi— : 

Diary of trip down the Athabasca 
river to Fort Chipewyan with mail. 

Had intended leaving McMurray 
on Deeember 20th, but was delayed 


on account of the flat sleighs not be- | 


ing ready. Travelled 14 miles the 
firat day, but on the next day, the 
27th mace Fort MoKay, 21 miles. 
Camped for the night there and on 
the 28th reached the Old Fort, a 
distance of 20 miles, Made 26 miles 
the next day—the 29th and camped 
at Lob Stick Point. 80th another 25 
miles and camped at Point Brule 
Sist, 25 miles to camp at Wagners 
Cabin. 

From here on the going wae bet- 
ter and on the lst of January we 
made 80 miles, which is excellent 
time. On January 2nd we found the 
hardest going of the trip travelling 
across hay swamps. The eow Was 


very deep and we had to unhitch/ 


the horses and take them across 
Lake Mamawa' to break tho trai) 
then retura for the laded sleighs. 
We arrived at Comstocks Place at 
.1 p.m, ‘having travelled 19 miles in 
‘ighteen hours. January 8rd arrived 
Fort Chipewyan at 8 p.m. with mall 
and merchandise in good condition 
Was delayed at Fort Chipewyan six 
days waiting for the trading posts 
to bale fur as the traders had been 
advised by dog-teams that it was im 
possible for horaos to pull through. 
Left Fort Chipewyan January #th 
and arrived back in Fort MoMurray 
on January 16th at noon with 6,100 
pounds of fur. &x horses were used 
on the trip. 

Notes on the second trip to Fort 
Smith, N.W.T. and return. 

Left on second trip on January 
20th after noon and travelled 14 
miles to first sight camp. Reached 
Fort McKay the next day—21 miles. 
Camped at Old Fort January 22nd— 
20 miles. ° 

January 28rd—Weather very dis- 
agreeable, Made 14 miles. 

January 24th—Stormy, snow drif- 
ing. Made ii mie. 

January 25th—Very hard travell- 
ing, only went 15 milea. 


January 26th—-Snow very deep 
made 10 miles. 
January 27th — Better going. 


Camped at Wagner's, 20 miles. 
January 28th—Weather very cold 
Slow travelling. Camped at Patter- 
son's Trading Post, 10 miles. 
January 29-—Leaving the Atha- 
basca River we found the Embarras 
river overflowing. Was advised 


as air holes made it unsafe, but as 
the distance this way is much less, 
and aa it was vory cold we decided 
|to try it. The ice looked safe, but 
we broke through the frozen over- 
flow many times and it took twenty 
hours to travel 10 miles. We catnp- 
ed at Reeds Post. (As soon ap the 
snow goes we are having an over- 
land trail cut at this point.) 

January 80—Camped at Red's as 
the horses needed the rest, and we 
wanted to look for a short-cut to 
hLake Mamawai. We found a small 
stream which was slightly longer 
way to the Lake than the old trail 
used on the first trip, but very much 
better going and better time was 
mado than crossing the bay swamps. 

Feb, 1—Too stormy to travel, It 
was impossible to cross Lake Mam- 
lawai and some Indians who tried it 
| were lost. We expect to overcome 
| this next season by having the tra! 
marked with spruce bgughs, 

Feb, 2nd—Left at noon and ar- 
rived at Comstock's or the Quatre 
Fourches River and camped for the 


night, 
Feb.8rd—Started to cross Lake 
Athabasca, but had to turn beck 


on account of the stormy weather. 

Feb 4th—Arrived at Fort Chipe- 
wyan in very stormy weather, Had 
to camp here until the morning of 
the 10th, It was snowing and blow- 
ing so badly that even dog-teams 
could not pull out.

wel'g Winter ca .p 

Feb, 19th-—Stayed at Russell's as 
this was the first place the horses 
were in barns since leaving Fort 
Chipewyan. 

Slow trav- 
elling. 12 miles,

Feb, 8rd—Arrived Fort Smith 
and camped at our (Ryan's) winter 
quarters over 23rd and 4th, Mail 
har.ded over at Forts Fitzgerald and 
Smith in good condition.

Trotsky, after all, is one of themselves. Lenin 
is of the gods. 

It is of a comparatively unknown man that 
initiated commissaries speak, They call him 
Stalin—Stalin, the inaccessible, It is on account 
of this very removetiness of Stalin that fascin- 
ating legends of his efficiency and leadership 
have spread. 

Trotsky, Radek, Bukarin, Rykov, Rakovsky, 
Dzerzhinsky and many other commissars have 
been very close to Lenin. Zinoviev and Kamen- 
ley, associated with him in the days of his exfle, 
are still his trusted lieutenants, But it is Stalin 
who is his real intimate, 

Stalin, the remote commissar of nationalities, 
was born in Georgia, but was raised in the Greek 
orthodox faith. Once a simple clerk, he took a 
prominent part in the 1905 revolutian. His 
great skill fn handling the nationalities ques- 
tion of Russia in the last revolution and his 
important services as a member of the supreme 
council of labor and defense gave him a reputa- 
tion that has not suffered since. 

It is more speculation than prophecy to at- 
tempt a forecast on who might be appointed in 
Lenin's place, But after all the new man probab 
ly will be selected from a small group in the 
Kremlin circle, There are a few qualifications 
which the next premier must have. 

First of all, he must have been born in the 
Christian orthodox religion. That eliminates 
Trotzky, Radek, Zinoviey and Kameniey, al- 
though the parents of the last named went over 
to Christianity when he was very young. 

Of all these it Is most probably that the form- 
er Georgian clerk and the present secretary of 
the Communist party, Stalin, will inherit the 
place, As the most trusted friend of Lenin and 
as secretary of the powerful machine of revolu- 
tion he has about the best chance. 

The important question now is whether the 
death of Lenin might not bring about the over-

throw of his whole government, and if the world 
mii should not be prepared for x new Russian 
revolution. If uot, would his death bring to 
power a group of Bolsheviki likely to inaugurate 
a new policy? 

All those who recently have been in Russia 
Agree that his death is not lkely to bring about 
an overturn of the government. Up to two 
years ago he was the only person in Russia cap- 
able of guiding the Bolshevist ship. Now his 
work is completed. The policy to be followed 
by his party for the next ten years has been out- 
lined, The government has settled down to 
state capitalism and business administration. The 
Lenin period ended when the new economic pol: 
icy was introduced. This is the period of men 
with such great administrative ability as Trotzky. 

There also is a probability that the next !ead- 
er may be a man not in prominent position now. 
That was the case when Kalinin was selected 
president of the republic. 

No matter who the next leader of the Slavic 
race will be, Stalin, Trotzky, Radek and Buk: 
harin are likely to control the situation. 

Stalin may be expected to have a good deal 
to say in supervising the interior policy of Rus- 
sia. 

Trotzky will continue as the undisputed chief 
of the Red army, and his opinions on foreign re 
lations will carry even greater weight than dur 
ing Lenin's rule. 

Radek is likely to assume more power than 
he had in the past. He is the sparkling wit of 
the Kremlin rulers and about the most interest- 
ing of the Bolshevist leaders, Radek probably 
has had more to do with deciding the foreign 
politics of Russia than the outside world wil! 
ever find out. From now on his influence and 
prestige will increase. 

And to Bukharin, who theorizes about the 
economic systems, will be given the function of 
pacifying and straightening out things 

All are men of great ability. But none of 
them approach Lenin.

A Years Sojourn With the Eskimos 
Edmonton Engineer Tells of Life 


In Far North, and of Dog Driving 
Across N.W.T. Yukon and Alaska

Harry A. Warner Has Lived in the Far North for the Past Year, 


and Possesses a Unique Insight into the Lives, Manners and 
Modes of the Arctic Inhabitante—Returning to Edmonton He 
Drove His Huskies Across the Frozen Wastes, Through the 
Rocky Mountains, and Made Reoord Time on a Trail Which 
Has Been Travelled by Only an Occasional Fur Trader Since 


the Beginning of Things 


Many and various have been 
the tales of life in the Arctic 
which have filtered through to 
the ‘outside’ from the far 
north; tourists and Casual tray- 
@llers have told of the manners 
and modes of the Eskimos, but 
the transient visitor's vision 
was of necessity ilmited. 

It has remained for Harry A. 
Warner, who is well known in 
this city, to bring back a story 
of the northern people, viewed 
from the standpoints of the stu- 
dent, professional man, and 
reaident of a year's duration. 
Barly last spring Mr, Warner set 

out for the far north, taking «te 
river route from Waterways to the 
Arctic. He did not pioneer via the 
well equipped river steamers which 
ply the poleward flowing waters, 
but with his aides loaded three 
scows with thirty tons of freight 
@nd bade good-bye to civilization 
En route north a record was made 
and the Warner party was the first 
to cross the Great Slave lake. De- 
spite the ice and head winds, the 
three unwieldy scows were headed 
for the entrance to the Mackenzie, 
and driven by a gas engine in one of 
the boats, the crossing was made 
before any of the schooners, steam- 
ers or other vessels vyen‘ured 
leave the shelter of the Slave river.
